Report of T.J. Chapman, M. A., Connty

sup’i, for the Schoul Year 1569,

I. EDUCATIONAL PROGRESS IN THE COUNTY.
1u looking back over the school year that

has just closed, 1 thiok that we of this coun-
ty have reason to be pleased with the pro-
gress which our educational interests have
made. This progress has indicated itself in
several particulars, among which 1 may enu-
merate the following :

1. Material Improvements.

2. Iunereased numler of Schools.

3. Detter Qualifications.

4. Graded =alaries.

Y. Muterial ILmprovemenis.—By material
improvements | mean the pew houses that
have been ecrected, tlie old ounes that have
been properly repairad, the funces that bave
been put up, and the out-houses that have
been built upon schiool premizes. The houses
that have been ereclod dusing the year are
as follows : Summerhill 2, Carroll 1, Chest
1, Richland 2, Aliegheny 1, Taylor 1: To-
tal, 8. Thu other material improvements
that have been made are to be found in pear-
ly every district in the county. These littie
improvements, many of which are trifling
encugh no duubl, arc still impoftant as sig-
niticant of the popular seatiment in regard
to our common schools. **Straws” are con-
sulted, especially during a political cam-
paign, as showing *‘which way the wind
blows,” aod so I fondly hail a newly roofed
school house, or a neatly built fence around
the play-ground, as an indication that the
hearts of vur people are in the right place in
reference to our noble free school systere,

2. Inercased Number Q‘f. Sclools.—New
schools have been opened in the following
districts : Summerhill 13, Johosiown 3,
Miliville 1, Yoder 1: Total, 64. =

8. Better Qualifications.—7The qualifica-
tivos of our teachers for the places which
they occupied were, 1 think, somewhat bet-
ter as a general rule than they were the yeuar
before. They macifested this improvement
in the annual examinations and in the great-
ly increased success with which our schools
ware maunaged, It is very gratifying to be
be able to state that our schovls were more
generally successful in the year just closed
than they were in the year preceding. This
Las been a very frequent remark on the part
of directors and citizens.

4. Graded Salaries.—Many of our districts
tried the experiment of gradiog the saiaries
paid to their teachers. The uujust and nn-
reasonable plan of paying the same wages to
all alike, _f_{-mu], bad anf indifferent, bas, 1
believe, always existed as an invariable rule
in this county until recently. In most of the
districts where a change was made, Lhe
amounnt of wages to be paid was based upon
the character of the certificate which the
teacher held. In Chest township the salary
was graded according to the average attend-
ance of the school. Ia Clearfield, White,
aud possibly also in other districts, the sala-
was made to depend upon the success
with which the teacher manpaged Lhe school,
Eich of these methods ol gm-hu:: the salaries
bas its obvious advanotages and disadvanta-
ces, while the fact that iuterest enough was
taken in the matter to attempt anything of
the kind is a favorable indication.

After-
ward, owing to the scarcity of teachers to
which 1 bave already alluded, I fonud it
pecessary 1o come down a littie in my de-
Ty ili\ja'——olh':r\\'i&{_‘, lnnny (-f our ﬁcha‘,n]p
would not have been opened at all. As it
was, one or two schools tailed to come up to
the requirements of the law. A few of the
candicates that had been rejected were sub-
sequently accepted.

Certificales.—Durir gz the year one hundred
and seventy-seven provisional certificates
were issued. BSix piofessional ceretificates
were also granted. [t is the intention to in-
vest in this ciass of cortificates a real value,
by requiring i the holders of them a comn-
paratively high grade of qualifications. It
s quite [J::ﬂ-_-iij]ﬂ hat errors of judgmeut on
the part of intendent have

wade, in granting ilese
certificates, but in ali such cases the mistake
will e rectified as soun o2 it appears. 1t is
to be bogoe i mind that the number of cor-
tificates issued, and the number f candidates
rejected, form no true index of the number
of persons examined, as many individuals
were examined two and eveo three times
during the year. Account was kept of these
persons ouly once,

Visitations.—A part of the programme
was to visit all the schools in the county. 1
put forth c\'er_\']t-lﬂ_irl., but did not qtzit:" s~
ceed, I made one hundred and eighty-four
visits; but a few schools, perbaps a dozen or
more, were not visited. A oumber were
visited a second time. I do not know that
| visited any school three times. 1 tried to
make my visits as practicallv useful as |
conld. A great part of the schools that 1
failed to vizit were in one township, and this
was principaily through the negiect of the
school board to lurnish me with a report in
time. In the discharge of my official duties
the past year, [ have traveled 2569 miles,
and the generous treatment which 1 spoke
of 1 my report of a year ago has been con-
tinued toward me throogh the twelvemonth
just completed,

11I. EPUCATIONAL WORE DONE BY
AGENCIES.

Oiher Schools.—I'wo normal Iostilules
were ¢stablished in the county last summer :
one in Ebensburg, conducted by Mr. Goo.
W. Cope, the other in Loretto, by Miss C.
A. Horne. These two schools did a good
work. It is to be regretted, however, that
they were not as well attended as they should
have been.

The two Roman Catholic educational in-
stitutions in Lorettu, of which 1 made men-
tion in my last report, have continmed to
prosper. Rev. B. M. Kerr, A. M, formnerly
superiatendont of Alleghany county, last
sammer opened a voung ladies” school in
Fhensburg, which coutinues in a flourishing
condition. Rev. R. C. Christy, of the Ro
man Catholie church, is making exteunsive
preparations for opening a boarding school
for boys in Ebensburg.

Four night schools, maintaiped by the
generosity of the Cambria Iron Company,
were opened in Johostown in the fall, and
kept up through the winter. Theso benev-
olent institutions were produétive of mnel,
good. The densminational schools mention-
eid in my last report, continue to flourish.
